One rare illustration i:; the case of 
the French Canadian who was ac ­ 
cidentally shot in the abdomen and 
who for many years thereafter en­ 
abled his p hysicin 
to observe

Man is studied by men. 
Life be­ 
ing short and science long, there is 
always the handicap of time. 
For these reasons, and others be­ 
sides, the scientific study of m an has 
been p ursued through the agency of 
animals.

T l BLR< LLOSIS IN ( HII.DRFA 
Ordinarily we think of tuberculosis 
as a disease more or less confined to 
adults 
Recent 
studies, 
however, 
have shown th a t tuberculosis is 
w ide­ 
sp read among children. 
Tuberculosis in children, however, 
differs in 
its manifestations 
from 
that seen in adults. 
The clinical signs of fever, cough, 
emaciation, and the sp itting 
of blood 
rarely are observed in the young. 
None the less, children do become 
infected with the germ of tubercu­ 
losis and show evidence of lung in­ 
jury. 
The recent studies to which ref­ 
erence is made have thrown a new 
light up on th e p roblem of tubercu­ 
losis and have led to the inevitable 
conclusion th a t a god dral of the 
adult 
typ e 
o f 
active 
tuberculosis 
could be avoided by the early dis­ 
covery and p rop er treatm ent of tu­ 
berculosis in children. 
The tubercle bacillus is very wide­ 
sp read, and infection, which must 
be differentiated from active dis­ 
ease, is certainly inescap able in the 
large cities.

keep p ace. 
For, while there has been a sub­ 
stantial decline in the death rate

quarter of a century, the p revalence 
of infection is still very high. 
An examination 
of 
young 
adults 
attending a college in Philadelp hia 
revealed th at 9 5 p ercent w ere infect­ 
ed with the tubercle bacillus 
Infection, of 
course, does not 
in­ 
variably lead to active 
disease, b ut 
it does m ea n t h a t 
the h um a n body 
has been invaded by a n ever d a n ­ 
gerous enemy, 
th e germ of tub ercu­ 
losis.
